Tin; only things which siu-m 
certain Is that Llaoyang has been 
taken by the' Japanese after most of 
the ItiiKslun stores and ammunition 
had been destroyed, and that Kuro- 
natkln'ii retreat to Mukden has been 


checked. . 


One report which reached here ear- 


ly said that Gen. Stackelberg bad 
been forced to surrender to Oku after 
"a desperate resistance, but later re- 
ports say Stackelberg succeeded in 
broaldnl; through the Japanese lines 
iiud Joining tho Russian main line, 
though he suffered fearfully In the 
operation, loalng nearly 20 per cent 
of his men. 


Fighting Has Slackened

The fact that -there are more girls' 
than boys here linn caused the police 
of the city much trouble. 'Hoys, ac 
companied by .two girls, haunt th 
stops of srhixilhonses and churches 
every night and annoy tho neighbor- 
hood by hugging and kissing each' 
other. The police have Issued a strict 
edict • that .unless this spooning Is 
stopped 'arrests will follow.

Yet tho fate of tho ma- 


roons was as sad, as tragic and as 
undeserved as that of tho Arcafdlnns.

In 17fi9 tho 
HUlo mnrnon republics wero formally 
recognized, limits of tholr towns care- 
fully defined and rights of absolute 
self-government conceded.'

ern Winter wtW iJprJroacning.'• Scanti 
ly cla'd. as heJlttod their former homo 
In. tho tropics, without means of sub- 
sistence and worn and emaciated by 
famine during seven months of siege, 
hundreds of them perished of cold, 
hunger and disease. Their evil repu- 
tations had preceded them. Nova Bco- 
tlans bitterly resented this attempt to 
'quarter upon them a horde of semi- 
savage outlaws from Jamaica, and ex- 
tended neither sympathy / nor assist- 
ance. Under tho pressure of dire ne- 
cessity and without restraints of con- 
science or of previous training, It Is, 
not strange that tho maroons soon 
came to deserve tho evil name that 
had been bestowed upon them. They 
became thloves, highwaymen, pick- 
pockets—sometimes murderers. 


Bo great became tho clamor against 


them that the government gathered to- 
gether as 'many of them BS could be 
found on tho spur of tho moment and 
transported thorn to Sierra Leone, or 
tho west, coast of Africa. What be- 
came of them thereafter history does 
rot record. 
Wo "may Imagine that 


Bomo of them at last found their way 
back to;thelr own people, from whom 
they had been torn years beforo by 
*tho rapacious slave trader.

Possibly In no part of tho~earth 


wore the African slaves treated with 
greater 
cruelty 
than 
In Jamaica. 


Even the Spaniards ot Cuba and Porto 
Rico wcro merciful In comparison with 
the British slavo owners on Jamaica 
plantations. It was tho custom of tho 
planters to brand their Initials, upon 
tho bodies of their human chattels 
•with red-hot Irons, just aa cattlemen 
of tlio western ranges brand .their 
stock. A negro convicted of twice 
striking a white was cither quartered 
or was burned over a slow fire, begin- 
ning with\ his feet. 
Tho bastinado 


and other forms of "discipline" .were 
frequently applied with such 
vigor 


.that tho victim died. 


In' consequence of the cruelty of 


their masters many negroes Hod to tho 
uninhabited portions of the Island. 
The western part of trio Island was 
tho safest, and therefore tho pre- 
ferred placo of tho refugee, being very 
'rugged, and broken, and'abounding In. 
•curious natural depressions or amphi- 
theaters, called "cockpits." 


Hero they lived a .wild, precarious 


and seml-savn^c'existence, their num- 
bers constantly increasing by accca- 
rlons from tho plantations. Through 
tho medium of their friends ctlll re- 
maining In bondajrn t° -y were able 
to obtain arms, ammutilMon and sup- 
plies of various kinds, and, owing to 
their knowledge of tho surface of tho 
country and their practice of the 
"drum language." derived from their 
'Jclndrcd.-tho Dwnllas of tho west coast 
of Africa, enabling them to give warn- 
ing of approaching'danger, they wcro 
a .to defy the colonial authorities. 


There runaway slaves wcro called 


maroons, a contraction of tho Spanish 
•word "clmaroon," meaning wild 'or 
savage, derived from "clma." a moun- 
tain top. Tho bands were largest and 
most numerous In tho valley of Dry 
river, where they built a city which 
they called Trelawncy Town. Several 
other'smaller towns wcro established, 
each being virtually an Independent 
republic. 


Frequent raids were made upon tho 


plantations of their old masters, and 
several times they even attacked Im- 
portant towns, tho friendly negroes 
still In servitude keeping them advised 
as to whcro their pillaging'expeditions 
could bo made with least danger.. Tho 
planters wcro compelled to barricade 
their homes and (bo continually oh tho 
watch for dnuacr. Soldiers wero quar- 
tered near tho freo villages, and at 
times the. governor genera! was com- 
pelled to appeal for assistance to tho 
friendly Mosquito Indians of Nicara- 
gua. Tho friendly relations thus es- 
tablished between Great Britain and 
the Mosqultos wore afterward mado 
the pretext for declaring a protecto- 
rate over the Mosquito coast.

ENGLISH CATHEDRALS. 


In Architectural ^Beauty and Historic 


Association It Is, Unrivaled—Tem- 
porary Scaffolding at Present Ob- 
scures Its Glories.

Americans who are comlns to Eng- 


land this ymr and Intend vIsltliiK Can- 
terbury will be dlt:appoli.:od to hear 
that builders have just begun to sur- 
round tho central tower of tho fa- 
mous cathedral with a hugo scaffold- 
Ing by which its beauties will be com- 
pletely 
hidden 
for 
probably many 


months to come. Tbo temporary dis- 
figurement la necessitated by the un- 
round condition "of thlr portion of the 
structure, which has made Its restora- 
tion Imperative, lest thu tower should 
sharo tho fato of Vcnico'8 Campanile. 
Historically known 
aa 
thu 
"Oell 


Harry" tower, this crowning achieve- 
ment of Canterbury'!! architect la com- 
monly regarded as tho llni.'Ht cxnmplo 
of ;tho perpendicular style of church 
architecture in England, although tho 
name of Its designer has not been 
handed down to posterity. 
Its con- 


Ftmctlon was begun In 1-172, and It 
replaced n former tower callort tho 
"Angel Steeple," a namo bestowed on 
it because o? the glided cherubim who 
was perched* on the pinnacle. It Is 235 
feet high and 35 feet In diameter, but 
mich is tho dignity and statclinesB of 
tho design that It conveys the Impres- 
sion of much larger dimensions. 


After Westminster abbey and St. 


Paul's, Canterbury cathedral la tho 
most highly prized 
of 
England's 


churches, both for its architectural 
beauty and Ito historic' associations. 
It originated, it Is said, in a church 


. formerly used by the Homun Chris- 
tians, and which St. Ausastlno conse- 
crated under the namo of Christ's 
church when bo became archbishop of 
Canterbury In 
r>97. 
Enlarged some 


350 years later by Archbishop Odo, 
it ;was totally destroyed by fire In 
1067. 
Archbishop Lanfranc rebuilt It, 


but tho choir 
was 
acnln 
wholly 


burned down In J174, and to rebuild It 
a number of ^French and English arti- 
ficers were summoned. A~iong 
tho 


former was OHO William of Sens, who 
turned out to bo a man of real genius, 
and to htm tlio wort: was Intrusted. 
Ho died, however, in 177S, before the 
work was finished, but. n worthy HUC- 
cessor was found In another William, 
this tlmo an Englishman, and to him 
Is due tho completion of tho existing 
'unique and beautiful choir, the choir 
transept and tho corona or :lrcular 
apse, which, under tho name of "Uccl:- 
ct's 
Crown," perpetuates, tho mem- 


cry of thr famous archbishop who 
was murdered in the cathedral.

King Henry II", wearying of his long;

'ono evening and slow tho archbishop 
before tho altar of Bt. Benedict, every 
schoolboy Knows,

made King Henry pay a heavy bill of 
damages for Instigating that nacrl- 
IcgloiiR crlmo. " Bucket was canonized 
and his bones were deposited In a 
splendid 
shrine In tho 
cathedral, 


which for three centuries continued 
to bo the object of ono of tho great 
pilgrimages \of 
Christendom. Then 


came along 
another 
King 
Henry, 


eighth of tho namo, tho much married 
monarch, who, coring not n button for 
excommunication, cniarrnlod with tho 
popo on the <nx^tlon of royal matri- 
monial rlghtii and privileges, and de- 
termined to set up as bond of the 
English church hlmnolf. He despoiled 
Bocleot's shrine, getting over a score 
cartloads 
of 
trnasurc • therefrom, 


erased his name fr.Tm the Calendar of 
thr, saints and ordered his bones to 
bo burnt and tho ashes to bo scat- 
tered to tho four winds. 


Whether thin -'.wan rnnlly done, no 


ono can tell at this day. In 18S8 a 
Rtonc colllu, with tho remains of a 


collogo, fii' 17("4f-was tho flrs^ trustee 
of what la now Columbia university, 
Now York. Dr. Davidson will attond 
the ?csn.ulccnt<>nnlal jubilee exrrclKCB, 
to be held on Mornlngsldo Holghts 
next OctTilior, and In all likelihood tho 
prlmato will deliver nn addres:). 


Dr. Davidson WBH tho bishop of 


Winchester when appointed' by King 
Edward In 1903 tn .succeed Dr. Tem- 
ple, as primate of all England. At that 
tlniis he had been a bishop for 11 
years, first occupying the see of Roch- 
ester, from which, he was transferred
